REMARKS 

The AppUcants and the undersigned thank Examiner Ho for the careful review of this 
application. Claims 18-20 have been rejected. Upon entry of this amendment, Claims 18-20 
have been cancelled and Claims 12-17 and 21-31 remain pending in this appUcation. 

The independent claims are aaims 12. 21, and 28. Consideration of the present 
appKcation is respectfiiUy requested in light of the above amendments to the apphcation and in 
view of the following remarks. 

Refections Under 35 U.S.C. S S 102 and 103 

The Examiner rejected Claims 18 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Pat, No. 6,087,989 issued in the name of Song et al. on July 11, 2000 (herdnafler "the Song 
reference'*)- The Examiner rejected Claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatenable 
over the Song reference. The AppUcants respectfully offer remarks to traverse these rejections. 

The Ai^Kcants respectfiilly submit that Oaims 18-20 have been cancelled, and thwefore, 
the Scaminer's rejections of these claims have been rendered moot. The AppUcants sulraiit that 
they have cancelled these claims in order to advance the prosecution of Ihe remainmg, pending 
claims of the present appUcation. 

The Applicants submit that the cancellation of these claims cannot be interpreted that the 
Applicants agree in any way with the Examiner's arguments. The AppUcants have cancelled 
these claims without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein. The 
Applicants reserve the right to file a continuation appUcation and pursuing these rejected claims 
in such an application. 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections are respectfiilly 
requested. Also, an early notice of allowance is earnestly soUcited fiwm flie Examiner.
